collects fees and surcharges imposed on 
the utility by local municipaiillcs. 

MosUy at issue is the service area 
subsidization of a four percent surcharge 
fee imposed on Edison by the City of 
Chicago, but paid for by the entire 
service area, even Lf the user lives outside 
the city limits. 

"There is an inequity here," said ICC 
Spokesman Thomas Stack. "We really 
don't think that it is fair that the entire 
service area of Corn-Ed pay for a four 
percent Chicago surcharge." 

In 1991, the franchise fee paid to the 
City of Chicago, as reported in Edison's 
annual report, was $71,492,914, while the 
cost of reduced and free rate service for 
local municipalities was $17,260,258. 

It is here where the ICC wishes to 
change how Edison charges the entire 
service area, some three million

Fisher resigns from post 
on ACHS School Board

In an unexpected move before the end of 
his term as a trustee on the Antioch 
Consolidated School Board, Antioch 
resident Thomas Fisher resigned from the 
board claiming personal reasons for his 
early departure 

"I can't devote the time that I could 
before," said Fisher in a telephone 
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interview. "There will be a lot of work 
ahead for the board and I really feel that it 
is time for me to move on." 

Fisher, who was in his eighth year as a 
ACHS school board member, leaves the 
board on Oct 3 1 with a year left on his 
four-year term. Board officials hope to 
have the position filled by Nov. 1. 

Fisher, an active member of the school 
board, saw three of his children graduate 
from ACHS and had the unique experience 
to sign and give them their diplomas. 

"That was a great feeling to see your 
children graduate from high school from 
that vantage point during the 
commencement," said Fisher. "I really 
hoped I could fmish out this term and see 
my Hnal child graduate and sign his 
diploma, but it didn't work out that way." 

According to Fisher, he didn't have any 
plans to run again next November when 
his term expired but a variety of personal 
reasons reduced the amount of lime Fisher 
had to devote to the school district he feels 
so strongly abouu 

"I'm very proud of the school," said 
Fisher, "Except for the budget problems 
and the overcrowding issue, ACHS is in 
real good shape, especially in the hands of 
the new administration." 

Fisher said he really likes the board's 
choices of Dr. Michael Radakovich,

NORTH CHICAGO— In a move 
designed to secure more funding from the 
federal government for the education of 
military dependents, Governor Jim Edgar 
approved legislation Sept. 15 that would 
allow school districts to drop federal 
military property out of their boundaries. 
The bill was sponsored by Lake County 
Democratic Rep, Grace Maiy Stem of 
Highland Park and Democrat John 
Matijcvich of North Chicago in a move to 
assist the North Chicago Unit School 
District and the Highwood-Highland Park 
school district which service children of 
military personnel stationed at Great 
Lakes Naval Training Center and Fort 
Sheridan. In recent years, the federal 
government has failed to make full impact 
aid payments to those district putting 
District 187, a year away from bankruptcy 
and causing the elementary and liigh 
school districts in Highwood/Highland 
Park to consolidate into one unit district.

FOX LAKE — Federal authorities 
arc saying a Fox Lake man is involved in 
shipping arms to groups fighting in what 
was Yugoslavia. Richard Tylkowski, 65, 
and his son, Timothy, 29, were arrested 
Sept. 17 after they allegedly sold five 
MAC-11 automatic weapons to agents of 
the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms (ATF). The elder Tylkowski, a 
licensed gun dealer, was held without bail 
after Assistant U.S. Attorney Brenda 
Atkinson told a U.S. District Court judge 
Tylkowski is one of several people in- 
volved in shipping arms to Yugoslavia. 
Atkinson alleged a shipment of 200 
weapons were intercepted on their way 
from Tylkowski's business at 176 E. 
Grand Ave. to Europe, and her office plans 
further charges. Shipping the arms vio- 
lates the Export Control AcL

High voltage 
controversy 

Editor 

After reading the nu- 
merous articles the Antioch 
Reporter concerning the 
high voltage powerlincs 
proposed by Common- 
wealth Edison, it has 
become quite obvious that 
our local politicians are 
much more inspired by 
emotion than logic or real- 
ity. It seems that the best 
weapon a group can use to 
get their point across is fear 
of the unknown. Once fear 
is introduced, logic loses its 
place in a debate or discus- 
sion. I would like to inu-o- 
ducc some logic back into 
the discussion and attempt 
to bring a little balance to 
the issue. 

First, I would encourage 
someone interested in the 
debate to drive down Rte. 
83 from Antioch to Round 
Lake where the proposed 
high voltage line is 
planned. The majority of 
the route is commercial or 
wet lands with a few houses 
in the Loon Lake area. The 
railroad right-a-way is obvi- 
ously used extensively by 
Wisconsin Central carrying 
freight to and from 
Wisconsin. I would imagine 
that some of these cars cany 
toxic or hazardous materials 
which presents a known 
risk that residence who 
moved to the area must 
have been willing to take. 
My impression after driving 
the route was that this 
seemed like the logical path 
for a power line that would 
not detract from any area 
that did not have a public 
utility already there. 

There is also some con- 
fusion concerning EMF and 
how it is created. In 
physics, we were taught 
that a magnetic field is cre- 
ated by a wire carrying an 
electrical current. The 
strength of the magnetic 
field increases as the current 
through the wire increases. 

This is not all bad since 
these magnetic fields make 
the electric motors turn used 
in our homes and at our 
work. Like those in our 
furnaces, water wells, re- 
frigerators, air conditioners, 
dish washers, washing ma- 
chines and dryers, just to 
name a few. This same 
electrical magnetic force 
guides the electron beams in 
our TVs, computer screens 
and in some of our video 
games. A substantial cur- 
rent passes through the 
healing elements of our 
electric ranges and dryer 
heater elements and even 
our electric blankets all cre- 
ating Electric Magnetic 
Fields. 

I would be interested in 
seeing a comparison of the 



EMF in our homes from 
TV and appliances and 
compare it to the exposure 
of the proposed powcrlinc 
50 feet from the bottom of 
the pole. I tend to believe 
that if the concern is really 
EMF exposure to ourselves 
and our kids, we should 
change our life styles. 

If high voltage is the 
concern, then the 15.000 to 
30,000 volts used in our 
TV sets which we let our 
children sit within 10 feet 
of two to three hours a day 
(which is probably a 
conservative estimate) must 
be of great concern to all 
parents and politicians. 

Why would Common- 
wealth Edison want to 
spend all this money 
building a new power line 
when this old one is 
carrying all the power they 
are selling at this point? 
Will building a new line 
enable them to sell more 
power? It seems like a lot 
of expense, bad press and 
frustration to go through. 

Commonwealth Edison 
or any electric company 
does not transport or sell 
any more electricity than is 
needed by the consumers 
(thats you and me). For 
them to sell more power 
and need extra lines, requires 
bigger loads. So the most 
logical method for stopping 
a power line would be to 
stop the need for extra 
power demands. 

It is much easier for a 
politician to come down on 
a company like Com- 
monwealth Edison for 
building a power line (since 
they don't vole) than it is 
for them to stop the reason 
for building or needing to 
upgrade our power lines. 

It must seem much 
more logical for John 
Matijcvich and Suzie 
Schmidt to propose a 
moratorium on building 
high voltage power lines in 
the county than to put a 
moratorium on building and 
construction in the county 
which is really the root of 
the majority of the prob- 
lems that need to be solved. 
It is much easier to gain po- 
litical spotlight by scaring 
people by what the can't sec 
then it is to deal with real 
issues. 

A relevant concept con- 
cerning the distribution of 
eleculcal power to its user 
is that by increasing the 
voltage used to transport 
that power, the amount of 
current that must be carried 
by the wire decreases. 
Increasing the voltage al- 
lows the utility company to 
transport more power to 
Antioch, with lower cur- 
rents and more efficiency. It 
can therefore be stated that 
actually building the high 



voltage line will decrease 
the current load through 
these wires which decreases 
the strength of the EMF. 
Preventing the consUiiction 
of the lines actually will in- 
crease the EMF along the 
wires as the areas electrical 
needs increase. 

What then is the effect 
on the people in our area as 
the electrical usage increases 
since we can't get our 
politicians to put a morato- 
rium on building? The pre- 
sent lines and transformers 
have a limit to the quantity 
of current that they can 
carry and still maintain the 
normal voltage needed to 
operate the electrical loads 
in our homes. "Low volt- 
age" to our appliances 
causes motors to start 
slower and work harder. 

Hardest hit will be the 
refrigerator and air 
conditioner compressor mo- 
tors, furnace motors and 
well motors. Any motor 
that must start under a load 
must be replaced more fre- 
quently. If the voltage drops 
sufficiently our lights will 
dim when electrical loads 
are started, we may sec re- 
duced TV picture size. Our 
electrical appliance will 
need replacing more fre- 
quently. Additional current 
and heat in the transformers 
will cause additional failures 
and more outages. 

I imagine Common- 
wealth Edison will be the 
target of protests, 
complaints and law suits 
when the consumer is con- 
fronted with these additional 
costs associated with inade- 
quate power availability. Do 
you think John or Susie 
will come forward and say 
they are sorry for causing 
this additional expense, in- 
convenience and damage to 
the residence of the area? 

Just maybe Common- 
wealth Edison considci^ it 
their function to provide the 
electricity we use and want 
when we demand it. Just 
maybe the utility is 
attempting to plan for the 
future needs of our area 
unlike our politicians who 
just look at what is wrong. 
Just maybe we should be 
applauding commonwealth 
Edison for thinking about 
what our community will 
be demanding in five years 
and taking action to provide 
it. 

I wish our politicians 
could think past the 
upcoming elections like a 
true statesman. I would 
hope that our news media 
would attempt to tell the 
whole story and report 
beyond the emotional to put 
logic into the issue.

New Forest Preserve 

purchases are hailed 

as significant addition 

to public open space 

holdings. 

Perhaps emboldened by unsuspected 
voter support last year for more open 
space acquisition. Lake County Forest 
Preserve Dist. commissioners nonetheless 
displayed surprising courage in voting 17- 
4 to expand the MiddlcforJc Savanna by 
more than 72 acres at a cost of, $2.5 
million. 

The preserve is bordered on the north and 
south by Rtcs. 176 and 60 and bisected by 
Soo Line Railroad tracks (old Milwaukee 
Road). Preservationists regard the 
preserve as an ecological jewel because it 
contains the last of the once abundant 
black prairie soil covering large parts of 
Lake County. 

At the same time, the board voted to 
spend $5.8 million for about 250 acres 
along the Fox River, the first preserve 
property along this historic and important 
waterway. The two purchases all but 
depleted district funds for future land 
acquisition. 



Both County Board Chairman Robert 
Depkc of Gimiee and Dist. 6 Rep. Colin 
McRac of Mundelcin, two of county 
government's most avid pro-development 
politicians, cast two of the negative votes 
on the Middlcfork acquisition. Depke 
groused about the $35,000 per acre price 
and McRae said he was registering a 
"protest." Their no votes on an 
immensely popular acquisition are 
indications that Depke and McRae are 
getting out of touch with the depth of 
support for continued public acquisition 
when there is a strong argument in favor 
of adding to Forest Preserve holdings. 

If commissioners had been as solidly in 
favor of a $45 million bond issue for 
more land acquisition has they were for 
the Middlcfork purchase, the "new money" 
proposal might have carried instead of 
meeting a narrow defeat. Even so, we 
don't think voters have changed their mind 
in that short of time about the importance 
of adding to Forest Preserve Dist. 
holdings. If a similar proposal is offered 
voters again, we feel the land acquisition 
measure will have a strong chance of 
passage, especially if County Board 
members hold to what might be a new 
attitude toward worthwhile land 
acquisition.

Digger Phelps reached back for some 
stirring lockerroom-style oratory to buoy 
the hopes of 350 persons attending a gang 
crimes conference that society is on the 
right track dealing with a problem that 
seems to worsen by the day. 

Phelps, former Notre Dame basketball 
coach, served as keynote speaker at the 
first Collar County gang crimes meeting 
in his capacity as head of Weed and Seed, a 
federal program designed to infuse funding 
into high mtcnsity urban gang centers at 
the grassroot level, or perhaps, more 
correctly, the asphalt jungle level. 
Phelps, a Democrat, was appointed by 
President Bush. 

In an emotional appeal, Digger called for 
a "mindset" on the part of society to 
swing the tide in favor of law-abiding 
citizens reclaiming their neighborhoods 
Somewhat disquieting, Phelps called for a 
decade of effort to rid American 
communities of gangs and gang infiucnce. 
"The only way to do it is from the 
grassroots level; trickle down doesn't 
work," asserted Phelps. 

The concept of a 10-year effort also was 
sounded by U.S. Atty. Fred Foreman who 
played a prominent role in the conference 
held at Crystal Lake. During coffee-break 
conversation, Foreman pointed out the 
progress made against drunk driving. "It's 
taken about 10 years to get wheic wc arc 
today/' Foreman noted solid public 



support against mixing drinking and 
driving. Both Phelps and Foreman 
stressed that a lough road ahead is in store 
for ousting the gangs. 
George Terwilligcr, first assistant to the 
U.S. Atty. General, and gang eradication 
point man in the Justice Dcpt., expressed 
strong sentiment that "something can be 
done." He stated that "the concept of gang 
turf is anti-society." 

Foreman, former Lake County slate's 
attorney, told this rcponcr that tliere's no 
substitute for jail space when it comes to 
dealing with gang members. "It's a myth 
that wc can't build our way out of this 
(gang dilemma)," Foreman asserted. "I'm 
glad we pushed for a new jail for Lake 
County." 

Waukegan Police Chief Phil Stevenson 
gave one of the most thorough and 
encouraging reports of the gruelling day- 
long meeting. Stevenson reported on 
success in grafitli removal, establishing 
school dress codes, enforcing a curfew, 
instituting youth programs as an 
alternative to gang membership and hiring 
gang members for public works projects. 

Stevenson said the 1992 summer was 
"relatively quiet" when just the opposite 
was predicted. Waukegan police feel that 
one percent of the city's population is 
involved in gang activity. That puts 
Waukegan gang membership at alxnit 700, 
a scary thought in itself. 




Still, the overall lone'of the conference 
was upbeat. Law enforcement people arc 
prepared for ihe long-haul. During a 
period of economic stress, law 
enforcement definitely is a growth 
industry. And that's the way it has to be.

Apple cobbler 

3 This, butter for saut^ing apples 

2 lbs. cooking apples, cored, peeled, and 

sliced 

1/2 cup raisins 

1 1/4 cups sugar 

1/4 tsp. cinnamon 

1/8 tsp. nutmeg 

1/4 lb. butter, melted 

1 cup flour 

2 tsp. baking powder 
1 tsp. salt 

1/2 cup milk 

vanilla ice cream or whipped cream for 
topping 

Heat a frying pan and add the 3 tablespoons butter. Put 
the apples and raisins in the pan and sauld for a few minutes 
over medium heat until they arc tender. Add 1/4 cup of the 
sugar, and the spices. Stir and set aside. 

Pour the melted butter into a 7x1 lx2-inch baking dish. 
Mix the remaining cup of sugar with the flour, baking 
powder, and salt. Mix well and then stir in the milk. Spread 
this batter on lop of the butter. 

Pour the apple mixture over the batter and bake in a 350 
degree oven for about 50 minutes, or until the crust is 
golden brown. 

Serve this warm, topped with vanilla ice cream or 
whipped cream. 



Apple butter steak 

1 flank steak, about 1 1/2 lbs. 
4 Tbis. apple butter 

2 This, light soy sauce 
2 TbIs. dry sherry 

1/4 tsp. freshly grated ginger 

4 green onions, chopped 

Place the steak on a plate. Mbt the remaining 
ingredients together and rub 2 tablespoons onto the steak, 
both sides. Allow to marinate for 1^ hour and then broil 
on an oven rack to your liking. Turn once. Slice the steak 
across die grain of the meat and place the piece in an oven- 
proof dish. Pour the remaining sauce on top of the meat and 
place under the broiler for just a few moments, thus 
allowing it to glaze a bit 

Hint: On keeping cut ^ples from turning brown. 
Prevent this problem by cutting the apples and immediately 
placing them in salt water or water in which you have 
placed a bit of lemon juice.

And since the rush of retail into the 
Libcrtyville-Mundelcin-Vcmon Hills area 
is largely corporate-owned or franchiscd, 
the relative longevity of Bcmhardt's store's 
may well make it the oldest Mom-'n'-Pop,

After enjoying great business in 
Hawthorn Camera's first years, Bernhardt 
had to weather the national recession of 
1981-'82 that slowed the pace of business 
growth in Lake County. 

The Vernon area started booming again 
in the mid-'80s, letting Bernhardt know he 
had made a wise gamble. But ironically, 
the area's continued business growth has 
not guaranteed Bemhardt's success. Li fact, 
the competition has made it a little tough 
for Bernhardt to hang in there. 

Now Bernhardt, 46, thinks Vcmon Hills 
should put the -brakes on retail 
development 

"There's too much retail now. It's 
oversaturatcd," Bernhardt says. "And yet 
they're putting anodicr mall up," he says, 
referring to a mall proposed for south of

Rivertree Court mall on Milwaukee 
Avenue that is expected to be ^proved by 
the Vernon Hills Village Board. "We need 
that like a hole in the wall." 

Though he's surrounded by camera 
equipment Bemhardt's not particularly an 
aficionado of the photographic arts. A 
former accounting student he enjoys the 
business angle of things. And the part of 
that business he likes to emphasize are the 
people he meets. 

"In the photo business you see all kinds 
of different people," Bcmhaidt said.

"You always have your last-minute guy,"

Abbott's future secure at Old Mill Creek site

It was at a delicate time when Abbott 
Laboratories was considering its expansion 
plans. Lake County and state officials 
learned the huge firm was looking outside 
of Illinois. 

"About a year ago, I had someone report 
back to me and said they saw some strange 
vans and Ihey thought it was from Abbott 



I met with Gov. James Edgar and (old him 
what z tragedy it would be if Abbott Labs 
left Lake County," State Rep. Robert 
Churchill (R-62) said. "Today is a victory 
day because Abbott has chosen to stay in 
the county because Abbott has decided to 
stay in the county where it is 
headquartered." 

A meeting was planned between Edgar 
and Duane Bumham, Abbott chairman. 
The result of those nine mondis of secret

negotiations came to fruition Monday as 
details of Abbott's Routes 45 and 173 site 
were announced. 

Abbott officials said 2,500 jobs will be 
created and 3,000 during the construction 
phase. Along with the site north of 
Gumee, Abbott is expanding its northeast 
Abbott Park site. 

The stale has agreed to improve the area 
roadwork. Construction will begin at the 
Abbott Park northeast site this spring. 

"The 2,500 jobs will be more of the 
same. That is more research, more labora- 
tories, more scientists, more of what you 
are used to seeing at Abbott," Dale John- 
son, dh-cctor of state governmental affairs 
at Abbott said. Abbott employees live in 
Lake, Kenosha and McHenry Counties. 

The 750 acres of land is in Anlioch and 
Newport townships, land once owned by 
Arlington Park race track owner Richard 
Ducchois and Tempcl Smith. No exact use 
is set, but the corporate headquarters will 
slay near North Chicago. 

The site closest to the present location 
will accommodate 1,400 people with 
600,000 square feet with an anticipated 
cost of $100 million. 

"It took us 20 years to build out Abbott 
north and five to build out Abbott south,' 
Johnson said. 

Depke said the plan fits well with ihc 
comprehensive land use plan under study 
by Abbott's new municipal neighbor, Old 
Mill Creek. 

The county will need to proceed with a 
zoning change to zoning. Johnson said 
this is a broad-based classification which 



should fit Abbott's needs. No specific 
agreement has been signed, as Abbott is 
working on the "good faith of the county 
chairman, Depke," Johnson said. 

One of the finalists in the expansion site 
search was just over the Wisconsin line. It 
had sewer and water, facilities which Lake 
County will have to provide. Martin 
GaJaniha, Lake County superintendent of 
public works, said it is too early to dis- 
cuss capacity or exact site. 

"This is a major economic boost to Illi- 
nois. Abbott Laboratories is one of our 
stale's largest and most important 
employers with more than 47,000 world- 
wide employees, including 13,000 in Illi- 
nois. This major expansion announcement 
by Abbott affirms my faith in the vitality 
of Illinois' business climate," Gov. Edgar 
slated in prepared remarks. 

"I thiijc we are in a good position to 
start with. Our unemployment is about 
seven percent. To let this go out of Lake 
County to another state or somewhere 
else, would have been devastating.To keep 
a company like this born and raised in 
Lake County is very important. We 
should do anything we can do," Lake 
County Board Chairman Bob Depke said. 

Abbott will receive a $1 million bond 
from the county as an incentive, Depke 
said. 

Anlioch and Linden hurst officials were 
thanked for keeping the negotiations quiet 
when Abbott was looking at sites in those 
villages. 

"This is a prime example of what can 
happen when governmental bodies work 
together," Churchill said. 
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Irrevocable trust for insurance — the last loophole?

The irrevocable trust is 
not without its administra- 
tive costs.

opportunity to exercise 
temporary withdrawal rights 
over the premiums; then 
the trustee makes the 
premium payments. 

This withdrawal right, 
called a "Crummey" right, 
after the legal case that ap- 
proved them for this use, is 
one of the required features 
of this irrevocable trust to 
qualify gifts to the trust for 
the $10,000 annual exclu- 
sion from gift tax. 

The irrevocable trust can 
also be used for existing in- 
surance, but the insured 
must survive the transfer by 
three years in order to 
achieve the estate tax exclu- 
sion.

Immediate annuities 
arc unusual, but really a 
simple investment In ex- 
change for a tump sum, 
an insurance company 
provides a payment each 
month for life or a se- 
lected period of time. 
More than half of the in- 
come received from the 
immediate annuity is 
tax-free.

Courts building, Cliicago, 1920s. It was a 
time when journalists were despised by 
the public as liars, bums and their pay- 
checks showed their ill-esteem. O.K., 
maybe some things haven't changed that 
much. 

But some things have, and the distinc- 
tive flavor of a bygone era is caught in 
Bowen Park Theatre's rendition of the 
1928 classic, "The Front Page." playing at 
Goodfellow Hall in Waukegan's Bowen 
Park. 

These were the days when the only 
women welcome into the press room 
came via paper, the 
poster girls. Racial and 
ethnic slurs were com- 
monplace then. A 
newspaper was news 
— fast-breaking, ever- 
changing, sensational news. 

Keeping pace with the energy of an era 
when Chicago was known as a newspaper 
town, "The Front Page" is a fast- moving 
comedy. It was written by Charles 
MacArthur and Ben Hecht, two Chicago 
reporters who wrote from experience 
having worked out of the Criminal Courts 
press room. "The Front Page" opened in

New York In 1928 and was an immediate | 
hit. It was revised and adapted many I 
times and there were five film versions 
based on the "The Front Page." 

Bowen Park Theatre's interpretation of 
the journalism classic, directed by Mark 
Heller, is high-energy and convincing. 

All the action takes place in the press 
room of the Criminal Courts building at i 
54 W. Hubbard St, a buUdlng which still 
stands today and celebrates its 100th 
anniversary this year. The room is painted 
yellow, has wood trim, hardwood floors 
and a window view of nearby buildings 
that is realistic. There are a couple of 
desks, a wooden table and a bevy of ring- 
ing phones. Stage designer James Ncal 
sets the scene for a journey into Chicago's 
tumultuous past. 

The bustle centers around the final 
hours leading up to the execution of Earl 
Williams (Rick Schram) accused of mur- 
dering a "colored" cop. Newsmen from 
eight competing Chicago newspapers 
frantically search for a new angle on the 
hanging stretching to the contents of 
William's last meal. 

Meanwhile Hildy Johnson (Jason Click), 
reporter for the Herald Examiner, struts 
into the press room, suitcase in tow, and 



announces that he's getting married and giving up the 
news biz for a high falutln', respectable job In advertising 
where he'll be paid $ 1 50 a week. 

While Hildy prepares for a train ride to a new life in New 
York City, Williams breaks lose. Before long, Hildy gets 
caught up in the news game In quest of a scoop. 
Throughout, he's caught between the demands of his 
domineering managing editor, Walter Bums (Patrick Kerr) 
and the pleas of his bride-to-be Peggy Grant (Virginia 
Jones) to give up this dirty business. 

Every time Hildy is ready to t>oard the train, something 
breaks until finally the insane Williams climbs into the 
press room while Hildy is alone. Intent on getting the 
scoop, HUdy hides him in a roll-top desL When Peggy 
comes looldng for him he tries to explain to her that this is 
"the biggest story In years." Her reply rings true — "The 
biggest story In the v^ole worid and the next day every- 
body's forgotten it* 

Fred Zegelian gives a comical performance as the bum- 
bling Sheriff Hartman, too tight vest and a habit of the 
dropsies, who is intent on executing Williams in order to 
sway the "colored vote" in the upcoming election. Political 
corruption and gangsters arc interwoven Ln the plot 

The cast includes 25 actors and some of the funniest per- 
formances come from the supporting cast Barbara Elam 
is hilarious as Hildy's haughty mother-ln-law-to be, Mrs. 
Grant clad in fur and rubbers, who's visibly disgusted at 
every action in this press room full of "bums." In research- 
ing the role, Elam found that Mrs. Grant was based on 
Helen Hayes' mother, Charles MacArthur's mother-in- 
law. 

Also noteworthy is Mr. Pincus (Leo Kalisz), the gover- 
nor's messenger, who with his squealing voice makes 
every utterance a cause for laughter. 

"The Front Page" is Bowen Park's first production of the 
season. If its quality is any Indication of what's in store In 
upcoming productions, it ought to be a "swell' season. 

"The Front Page" runs through Oct 10, Fridays and 
Saturdays at 8 p.m. There will be a Sunday matinee Oct 4 
at 3 p.m. and a Thursday evening performance Oct 8.

Now the movie gets all 
weak*kneed — even the 
girl selling popcorn in the 
lobby of the theater can tell 
that the guys tluit are sup- 
posed to be from the gov- 
ernment agency are just 
another set of bad guys, so 
Redford and gang, who 
have successfully delivered 
the goods, have to get the 
box away from them.

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Hispanic leader praises 
and enthuses CLC crowd

In celebration of National Hispanic 
Heritage MonUi, the College of Lake 
County invited Hcniy Cisneros, leading 
Hispanic political leader and former 
mayor of San Antonio to be it^ guest 
speaker. 

Approximately 275 enthusiastic 
listeners, most of whom represented Lake 
County's growing Hispanic population, 
came to hear his message Sept. 21. The 
main theme of Cisneros' presentation was 
education and the competitive edge. 

Whether or not the high-school drop- 
out rale could be changed, Cisneros said 
the strategy of our educational system 
should be child centered with public 
schools that work. i 

"We need school bojirds not willing to 
play politics, but to to take leadership 
roles in identifying standards of excellence 
in our public schools," he said. 

He believed that parents should become* 
re-involved with their children's 
education. A "cocoon of encouragement" 
needs to be provided, or we are "going to 
lose our kids," he added. 

Students were advised to take an active 
role in their education, to learn a new 
language, to volunteer in their 
communities and to open their minds and 
hearts to the many good things society 
has to offer. 

"We're a tremendous concentration of 
talent and population that will be 
convened into political and other types of 



power in the year to come," Cisneros 
said. 

Cisneros lives what he preaches. He 
earned his bachelor's degree from Texas A 
& M University, his master's degree from 
Harvard University, and his doctorate of 
public administration from George 
Washington University. 

He's been honored with numerous 
awards, interviewed by the Democratic 
presidential nominee committee as a 
potential vice presidential candidate in 
1984, and is currently senior advisor to 
the Democratic party oii the Gov. Bill 
Clinton campaign trail. 

Cisneros is proud of his Hispanic and 
Indian heritage, proud to be of the same 
lineage as those important contributors 
and pioneers. One of the missions of our 
universities, he noted, should be to bring 
in the minority students because 
"diversity is essential to survival." He 
said the survival is not just for Hispanics, 
but for everyone because that will be the 
shape of the future for the United States. 

He noted that once the Americas 
become more interlinked as a result of the 
free trade agreement and other trade 
relationships, American society will 
become an important part of this 
"dynamic process of Hispanization." It 
will not be a dominant Hispanic society, 
he said, but there will clearly be a 
Hispanic presence. 

"Last year at a Chicago Cubs game," 
Cisneros said, "I'm told that hot dogs 
were outsold by nachos. Food is perhaps 
the best indicator that we've arrived!"

There's not even a 
grocery store around here. The only grocery store is the 
Jewel which is at the southern end of Mundelein.

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Early fall color may mean troubled trees

Beware the colored 
leaves of fall — if they are 
among the first to appear. 
Trees that have already 
begun to show fall color 
may look pretty, but they 
are also signaling they are 
in trouble. The effects of 
drought, trunk injury, soil 
compaction or other 
stress-producing factors 
are likely to be. responsi- 
ble for the early fall color 
now evident 

"Typically, fall color in 
northeastern Illinois be- 
gins In mid to late 
September," notes arborist 
Scott Sutherland, district 



manager of the Lake Bluff 
office of Hendricksen the 
Care of Trees. "Fall color 
that appears before that 

time is a warning that 
something is not right 
with the trees. They need 
help." 

According to Suther- 
land, some of the trees 
that arc now turning color 
may have been injured 
with lawn mowers or 

other lawn maintenance 
equipment that have 
damaged their trunks. 
Others might be suffering 
from the effects of nearby 



construction, which can 
harm tree roots by com- 
pacting the soil around 
them or by completely 

severing them. But many, 
speculate Sutherland and 
other tree experts, may be 
suffering from the cumu- 
lative effect of the drought 
that has settled over the 
Midwest over the past four 
years. 

"Well-meaning 
homeowners who have 
been watering to offset the 
effects of low rainfall may 
have Inadvertently altered 
the pH, or acidity, of the 



soil in the process," says 
Sutherland. 

"Most trees in north- 
eastern Illinois are acid- 
loving. But water that 
comes out of the typical 
garden hose is very alka- 
line. So fertilizing stressed 
trees with acid- forming 
materials, such as sulfur, 
can be quite helpful." 

Acid-forming fertiliz- 
ers are available at most 
garden centers. Pay close 
attention to the label, and 
"don't overdo it," warns 
Sutherland. "Many fertil- 
izers can burn. Especially 
with stressed trees, it's 



better to do frequent ap - 
plications rather than 
apply a large quantity all 
at once. 

"And it's best to start 
right away. Although if 
you're only going to do a 
single application, wait 
until fall gets into full 
swing." When in doubt, 
says Sutherland, "call an 
expcrt-a profcssionEil ar- 
borist or advisors at the 
Morton Arboretum and 
Chicago Botanic Garden." 

Applying mulch, 
which consists of organic 
materials such as wood 



chips or composted 
leaves, can also help. 
Sutherland suggests 
spreading a two to four- 
inch layer of mulch ■ 

around trees. For small 
trees (with trunks under 
eight inches in diameter), 
the mulch should begin 

about four inches away 
form the tree base. For 
larger trees the mulch can 
begin direcdy at the base 
of the tree. For trees of all 
sizes, mulch should ex- 
tend outward in a circle — 
ideally as far as the 
branches reach.

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Protect shrubs with fabric winter coat 



Now is the time to sa- 
vor those fleeting autumn 
days and the clean, brisk 
air, bright, blue skies, and 
crisp, vibrant colors they 
bring. Soon enough, icy 
winter winds and freezing 
drifts of snow may force 
every living thing to seek 
shelter. That Is, every liv- 
ing thing except plants, 
shrubs, and trees, wiiich 
will need your help to 
protect them. 

Shrubs are a vital part 
of any landscape. In re- 
turn for minimal care eind 
attention, they provide 
privacy, buffer outside 
noise and wind, and 
naturally beautify any 
home.. Just as 
homeowners depend 



upon their houses to keep 
them safe and secure 
through the harshest sea- 
son of the year, siuoibs 
must depend upon their 
owners to sustain them 
through the chilly days 
and nights ahead. 
Instead of giving your 
plants the cold shoulder, 
take advantage of sea- 
sonal temperatures and 
apply a landscape fabric 
in fall to protect shmb ■ 
roots against the icy win- 
ter chills to come. 

Landscape fabric can 
be used around existing 
trees, shrubs or perennial 
flower beds. To begin, 
clear away afl 
surrounding weeds or 
grass. Place strips of fabric 



over the entire area, 
laying it as close to the 
plants as possible. Trim 
away any excess. Then, 
cover the fabric with an 
attractive layer of gravel, 
pebbles or wood nuggets. 

For new plantings, 
prepare your beds by sim- 
ply laying down overlap- 
ping strips of the fabric 
over the bed and secure 
with fabric pegs. Cut out 
holes or x's with scissors 
or a knife vrfierc you in- 
tend to plant. Then, place 
plants directly through, 
into the soil. 

While being out of 
doors is still a pleasurable 
experience, why not take 
the time tills fall to apply 
a simple, inexpensive

protectant to shrubs that 
will help cany them 
through the winter? An 
antitfcinsplrant spray, will 
do the job well. 
As the ground begins to 
freeze, plants encounter 
great difficulty as they 
struggle to extract water 
from the soil. This prob- 
lem most severely effects 
the evergreen. UiUike de- 
ciduous plants, which 
shed their leaves in win- 
ter, evergreens lose water 
through pores on their 
leaf surfaces all year 
round. As a result, the 
cold winter season can 
induce a loss of moisture 
which may cause brown 
foliage and potentially 
kill the shrub. Rapid 
temperature change can 
also be deadly, as 
evergreens react to 
unexpected warm speUs 
by opening their pores 
and releasing moisture, 
while the necessary 
replenishing water is still 
trapped in the frozen soU. 
Antitranspirant sprays 
coat stems and leaves 
with a protective film that 
holds in moisture, cush- 
ioning evergreens and 
other plants against dry- 
ing, winter winds and 
sudden temperature dips. 



Such sprays, actually 
transparent polymer 
emulsions, arc an inex- 
pensive and easy way to 
seal and preserve the fo- 
liage of the plant, guard- 
ing against drought and 
heat, as well. 

A thorough applica- 
tion of antitranspirant 
spray before the first frost 
should last tiuee months. 
As ice and snow can wash 
away the protective coat- 
ing, be sure to re-spray 
throughout the winter 
season. There should be 
no need to worry about 
potential harmftil envi- 
ronmental repercussions 
of such sprays. 

In addition to their 
ability to help plants re- 
tain important moisture, 
antitranspirant sprays 
also play a role in helping 
plants avoid fungal infec- 
tions. Fungal Infections, 
such as powdery mildew, 
can be severely 
damaging, even fatal, to 
plants and shrubs. 
Antitranspirant sprays 
may inhibit the 
germination of the spores 
that cause these diseases. 

When the spore is unable 
to germinate, it is inca- 
pable of infecting the 



plant or shrub. 

Another ideal time to 
apply antitranspirant 
spray is after pruning. Ex- 
perts agree that summer 
bloomers should be 
pruned in the wintertime, 
while they are dormant 

Winter bloomers should 
be pnmed then as well, 
Immediately after they 
have flowered. Conse- 
quently, autumn is the
